Planned At Notre Dame 


Notre Dame—The University of 
Notre Dame, as part of its long- 
range $25,000,000 building pro- 
gram, hopes to erect four new 
buildings during 1950-51, it was 
announced here by the Rev. John 
J, Cavanaugh, C.S.C., President of 
Notre Dame. 


Father Cavanaugh revealed that 
the four buildings being contem- 
plated in the near future include 
a new student residence hall. 


The Science Building, according 
to Father Cavanaugh, will be con- 
structed at a cost of $1,750,000, 
exclusive of equipment, as soon as 
the Science Building Fund has been 
completed. Alumni and other 
friends of Notre Dame to-date 
have contributed $1,238,583 to the 
fund, which leaves $511,417 still 
needed for construction of the 
building. Another $250,000 will be 
needed to equip the building, he 
said. 

The new Science Building will 
serve to alleviate crowded condi- 
tions which exist in the laborator- 
ies and classrooms of the Depart- 
ments of Chemistry, Physics and 
Mathematics at Notre Dame. The 
4,000,000 volt electrostatic gener- 
ator (atom smasher), used for re- 
search in the Department of Phy- 
sics, will be transferred to the 
three-story building, and a similar 
2,000,000 volt atom smasher in the 
Notre Dame Radiation Chemistry 
Project will operate in an annex 
adjacent to the building. 

The Notre Dame Inn, which is 
being donated by an anonymous 
donor, will house guests who are 
visiting the Notre. Dame campus. 
It is planned to make accommoda- 
tions in the Inn available to mem- 
bers of learned societies holding 
conventions at Notre Dame, and 
such visitors as parents of Notre 
Dame students, University alumni 
returning to the campus, and other 
special — of the University. 

The three-story Inn, which will 
be located at the main entrance of 
Notre Dame, will be erected at an 
ge cost of $800,000.

dence hall, which will house ap- 
proximately 200 students, is to be 
known as the “Fred J. and Sally 
Fisher Memorial.” Patterned after 
other recent Notre Dame residence 
halls, the new dormitory will be 
erected at a cost of $750,000. 

Funds for the “Fred J. and Sall 
Fisher Memorial” residence hall 
were provided in a gift of $1,000,- 
000 from Mrs. Fred J. Fisher, of 
Detroit, Mich., widow of the foun- 
der of the Fisher Body Company. 
The remaining $250,000 in the gift 
will be used for a revolving stu- 
dent loan fund, to provide an 
opportunity for students who are 
willing to work their way through 
school. : 

Construction of the Liberal and 
Fine Arts Building, the Notre 
Dame Inn and the “Fred J. and 
Sally Fisher Memorial” residence 
hall is expected to begin as soon as 
preliminary plans for the buildings 
have been completed.

Sunday after Easter Catechumens, 
who had been under instruttion for 
a long time, were received for 
Baptism. The water blessed on 
Holy Saturday was used for the 
first time for that perenne: There- 
upon the recipient of Baptism was 
dressed in a white garment and

The Church no longer observes 
this practice today, but following 
the use of Baptismal water a white

‘Vatican Can't Deny Or 
Confirm Reports That 
Card. Mindszenty Died 


Vatican City—(Radio, NC)—The 
Vatican Press Office has declared 
itself unable either ‘to confirm or 
deny widely circulated reports that 
according to persistent rumors 
from behnid the Iron Curtain Josef 
Cardinal Mindszenty is dead. 

The statement points out that 
the last credible reports concerning 
the Cardinal’s health date back to 
September, 1949, when his mother 
visited him in prison. Cardinal 
Mindszenty was sentenced to life 
imprisonment in Budapest in Feb- 
ruary, 1949, on a charge of treason. 

Vatican Radio said that the 
mother’s visit occurred on the last 
Sunday of September, 1949. On the 
next day the Cardinal was trans- 
ferred from the prison where he 
had been detained.

Boston Prelate 
Raps Disrespect 
For Marriage 


Boston, —(NC)—Beginning to- 
day all marriages ceremonies per- 
formed by priests in this Archdi- 
ocese must take place in a Cath- 
olic Church, Archbishop J. Cush- 
ing of Boston has ordered. 

Deploring what he called the 
increasing secularization of mar- 
riage, Archbishop Cushing said 
that ‘men and women of our day 
need to be reminded of the relig- 
ious character of the marriage 
contract ‘and that every marriage 
should be celebrated in circum- 
stances “which recall to the spous- 
es and their friends the fact that 
the vows are taken in the presence 
of God, Who will aid by His graces 
in their faithful fulfillment and 


break them.” 


Archbishop Cushing ruled that 


marriages henceforth will not be 
celebrated in private homes, rec- 
tories, or even sacristies of the 
church and that, except in the case 
of marriages performed at a Nup- 
tial Mass, no marriage shall be 
conjoined with the celebration of 
Mass, with Exposition or Benedic- 
tion of the Blessed Sacrament, or 
with any such ceremony or de- 
votion. 


This rule, said the Archbishop, 
applies also to marriages of a 
Catholic with a non-Catholic. In 
the case of mixed marriages no 
definite commitments ure to be 
made until after the person not of 
the Catholic faith has had at 
least four conferences with a 
priest coneerning the basic tenets 
of the Catholic faith, and the 
Catholic party has demonstrated 
to the priest that one or more 
reasons for entering the marriage 
exist to warrant a dispensation. 


Among the rules for mixed mar- 
riages are these: that the wedding 
party shall not enter the sanctu- 
ary, that Holy Water shall not be 
used, the wedding ring not be 
blessed except privately, and that

Six spacious 
classrooms, a combination gym- 
nasium and auditorium whigh can 
accommodate 1,650 spectators, and 
an up-to-the-minute cafeteria are 
the features of this addition. 

In 1945 the old academy build- 
ing, which also serves as a home 
for the Sisters of Mercy who teach 
at Marquette, was completely re- 
modelled for the incoming classes. 
The cost of this, combined with 
that of the annex, brought the 
total sum spent on the new school 
to nearly one-half million dollars. 


Altogether, Marquette’s prop- 
erty, including a new football 
field and stadium, is valued at ap- 


proximately one million dollars.

It’s First Communion time in 
his parish of 35 villoges. This 
pastor walks to each village des- 
cribing these unfortunate people 
in rags, starving but religiously 
hopeful — how they live and 
think . . . and pray. 
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them in their attempts to slash 
away at our national character. At 
times it has been most discourag- 
ing to note the apathy and indif- 
ference of many of our citizens 
toward the steady rises in crime. 

All during the war years major 
crime was on the upswing. It 
reached a 16-year peak in 1946. 
The fact that every 5.7 minutes of 
the day and night brings a crime 
of murder, manslaughter, rape or 
assault to kill is a challenge that 
should be answered by concerted 
action. 

At the end of the recent war, 
age 17 led all other age groups 
in arrest for serious crimes. We 
now have a state of affairs where 
the juvenile offender has grown 
up and graduated into serious 
crimes of murder, robbery and as- 
sault. A general moral decadence 
in the United States is empha- 
sized. by the arrest in 1946 of 
108,787 young people under 21 
years of age for crimes serious 
enough to warrant finger-printing. 

How shall we explain this situ- 
ation? 

What constructive action can 
we take to alleviate the problem? 


Answer In The Home 
The answer lies for the most 
art in the homes of the Nation. 
any of the cases coming to my 

attention reveal the shocking fact 

that parents are forgetting their 

God-given and patriotic obligations 

to the little ones. In a spirit of 

recklessness and abandonment 
they are neglecting the children 
entrusted to their care. 

How can we blame youngsters 
who are ashamed of their mothers 
and feel that their fathers do not 
represent honorable manhood? The 
conduct of many parents today is 
directly attributable to the break- 
down in youthful morals and char- 
acter. 

I recall one case where four 
boys, aged 16 and 17, banded to- 
gether and perpetrated a series of 
house breakings and thefts. Three 
of the boys were victims of broken 
homes. Parental control was lack- 
ing in the life of the fourth boy. 
The mother of one of the young- 
sters had been carrying on an 
illicit affair with a man in the ab- 
sence of her husband. Her son 
knew this and definitely resented 
the immorality of his mother. He 
lost the incentive to maintain 
good conduct and a good reputa- 
tion for himself. 

In another case, a boy first 
came to the attention of the police 
when he was 10 years of age. He 
had the questionable distinction of 
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first testing his skill in thievery 
in his own home at the expense of 
his father. The boy’s subsequent 
activities ranged from house 
breaking to armed robbery. The 
youngster’s parents road mgs 
contributed to his delinquency by 
placing their employment and oth- 
er interests foremost. As a result 
the boy was neglected. 


Too Much Selfishness 


The pattern of these cases is 
repeated over and over again. More 
and more children are being sacri- 
ficed upon the altar of indiffer- 
ence as parents throwe aside re- 
sponsibility. Selfishness is the key- 
note of the day and materialism 
the inspiration for living. God in 
many instances is not accepted in 
the home and concepts of mor- 
ality have been relegated to the 
junk heap. : 

Can a nation exist void of all 
religious thought and action? Can 
we have internal peace without 
morality? Can we build homes 
without God or have worthy par- 
ents who know not His teachings? 
Who is the fountainhead of just- 
ice, equity, truth, goodness and 
majestic integrity? What is the 
reason for life, its aims and its 
end? 

The key to these problems, to 
life itself, is God. He is man’s first 
need—his final goal. Religion, the 
bond that binds man to God, is 
the golden arch that leads to hap- 
piness. Destroy it and chaos will 
result. 


Faith Needed 


My hope for the future of this 
Nation is predicated upon the 
faith in God which is nurtured in 
the home. No outside influence of 
a constructive nature can over- 
come the lack of a guiding light in 
the home. If the trend toward 


crime is to be met, the spark of 


this light must be the knowl 


of God and its fuel must be the 1,000 


understanding of Him and His 
works. | 

Parents must awaken to the re- 
alization that the family is the 
first great training school in be- 
havior or misbehavior. Children 
develop a sense of right and wrong 
they are not born with it. The 
home becomes for them their first 
classroom and parents serve as 
their first teachers for the inspira- 
tional education of youth. 

Through the medium of the 
home, the child must learn to ap- 
preciate the necessity for disci- 
pline and the need for law and or- 
der to guide the conduct of people 
in society. He must absorb lessons 
of good citizenship and recognize 
that he has the responsibility to 
take his place as a citizen in the 
United States. 


Love Of God 


Above all, he must be taught a 
love and a knowledge of God. If 
these qualities are exemplified and 
taught in the family circle, the 
child will be fortified with a char- 
acter that will be a forceful anti- 
dote against temptation. 

Our Nation is spa in need of 
a rebirth of the simple

DP Quota Raised 
To 359,000 But 


Action Is Late 


Washington—Although the Sen- 
ate finally approved a liberalized 
displaced persons’ measure, the 
action may have come too late to be 
fully effective. 


The Senate action increases the 
DP quota from 205,000 by next 
June 30 to 359,000 by July 1, 
1951. The U.S. program is tied 
in with the international Refugee 
Organization, which operates a 
fleet of ships to bring DP’s to this 
and other countries. Contingent on 
Senate approval of a $25,000,000 
appropriation to IRO coffers, op- 
erations of IRO will be extended to 
March 31, 1951. The IRO fleet al- 
ready has been reduced from a 
eak of 40 ships last summer to 
7. 


This means that the programs 
of bringing DP’s to the United 
States must be stepped up to 
double the present operations and 
maintained at that point for a year 
if the aims of the Senate measure 
are to be met. Unless the full 
uota is brought into the United 
States before next March 31, when 
the IRO ceases operations, this 
country must secure its own ships 
to continue the job. 


At the present time, some 140,- 
000 DP’s have been brought into 
this country, The pro hit its 
peak between last July and No- 
vember when the entries ran from 
14,000 and 16,000 a month.
